EFFECTIVE  FEBRUARY  6,  1940 

§  301.72a  Administrative  instruc¬ 
tions — Removal  of  white-fringed  beetle 
certification  requirements  for  a  limited 
period,  for  potatoes  and  sweetpotatoes 
consigned  from  areas  regulated  under 
Quarantine  No.  72.  Circular  B.EP.Q. 
485,  as  revised  July  28,  1939,  waived  cer¬ 
tification  requirements  until  February  1, 
1940,  for  specified  articles  consigned 
from  certain  parts  of  the  areas  regulated 
under  quarantine  No.  72.  The  present 
revision  exempts  from  certification  soil- 
free  potatoes  until  May  1,  1940,  and  soil- 
free  sweetpotatoes  until  June  1,  1940, 
consigned  from  any  part  of  the  regulated 
areas. 

The  restrictions  on  soil,  earth,  sand, 
clay,  peat,  compost,  and  manure  remain

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in  effect  throughout  the  year  when 
shipped  interstate  from  any  part  of  the 
regulated  areas. 

Under  authorization  provided  in  No¬ 
tice  of  Quarantine  No.  72  (Sec.  301.72), 
all  certification  requirements  are  hereby 
waived  until  May  1,  1940,  on  potatoes, 
and  until  June  1,  1940,  cn  sweetpotatoes 
when  such  products  are  free  from  soil, 
and  are  consigned  interstate  from  any 
part  of  the  regulated  areas,  it  having 
been  determined  that  sanitary  measures 
and  natural  conditions  have  so  reduced 
the  risk  of  contamination  with  any  stage 
of  the  white-fringed  beetle  as  to  render 
certification  of  the  above  products  un¬ 
necessary  during  the  periods  stated. 

No  modifications  are  made  by  this  re-  I 
vision  in  the  certification  requirements 
on  the  interstate  movement,  through¬ 
out  the  year,  of  other  articles  designated 
in  paragraph  (a)  of  Regulation  3  (Sec. 
301.72-3),  namely:  Soil,  earth,  sand, 
clay,  peat,  compost,  and  manure, 
whether  moved  independent  of,  or  in 
connection  with  or  attached  to  nursery 
stock,  plants,  products,  articles,  or 
things.

CHAPTER  I— CIVIL  AERONAUTICS 
AUTHORITY 

Designation  of  Civil  Airways 

January  30,  1940. 

Acting  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  me  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of 
1938,  particularly  section  302  thereof,  and 
finding  that  the  following  described 
paths  through  the  navigable  air  space 
of  the  United  States  are  suitable  for 
interstate,  overseas,  or  foreign  air  com¬ 
merce,  I  hereby  designate  such  paths  as 
civil  airways: 

Section  1.  Each  civil  airway  shall  in¬ 
clude  the  navigable  air  space  of  the 
United  States  above  all  that  area  on  the 
surface  of  the  earth  lying  within  10 
miles  of  the  center  line  prescribed  for 
each  such  airway,  but  shall  not  include 
any  of  the  air  space  of  an  air-space  res¬ 
ervation  set  apart  as  provided  in  section 
4  of  the  Air  Commerce  Act  of  1926. 

Sec.  2.  The  center  line  of  each  civil 
airway  shall  be  a  line  extended  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  prescribed  through 
the  center  of  the  points  specified  for 
such  airway:

AMENDMENT  OF  RULE  U-12E-3 

Acting  pursuant  to  the  Public  Utility 
Holding  Company  Act  of  1935,  particu¬ 
larly  Sections  11  (g),  12  (e),  and  20  (a) 
thereof  [C.  687,  sec.  11,  49  Stat.

HI, 
79tl,  and  finding  that  such  action  is  nec¬ 
essary  and  appropriate  in  the  public 
interest,  and  for  the  protection  of  inves¬ 
tors  and  consumers,  the  Securities  and 
Exchange  Commission  hereby  amends 
the  second  paragraph  of  paragraph  (a) 
<3)’  of  Rule  U-12E-3  [Sec.  250.U-12E-3], 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  solicit  any  such  au¬ 
thorization  in  any  case  unless  the 
instruments  used  to  evidence  such  au¬ 
thorization  contain  fair  and  equitable 
provisions  for: 

(A)  the  review  and  determination  by 
a  court,  commission  or  other  independent 
Person  of  all  fees  and  expenses  that  are 
to  be  paid  or  incurred  by  the  estate  or 


by  the  persons  solicited  in  connection 
with  the  reorganization; 

(B)  the  submission  of  periodic  reports 
and  statements  of  account  by  the  person 
making  such  solicitation  to  those  from 
whom  authorization  is  procured; 

(C)  the  prohibition  of  the  buying  or 
selling,  as  principal,  agent,  trustee,  or 
otherwise,  or  causing  another  to  buy  or 
sell,  or  rendering  any  investment  advice 
with  respect  to  securities  of  the  company 
or  companies  in  reorganization,  or  of  any 
subsidiary  thereof,  or  of  any  other  asso¬ 
ciate  company  thereof,  the  securities  of 
which  associate  company  may  b& 
affected  by  the  reorganization,  by  or  on 
behalf  of  any  person  effecting  such  solic¬ 
itation,  any  person  connected  with  any 
committee  or  other  organization  formed 
to  act  under  the  authorization  so  solic¬ 
ited,  or  any  company  as  defined  in  Sec¬ 
tion  2  (a)  (2)  [C.  687,  sqp  2,  49  Stat. 
804;  15  U.S.C.,  Sup.  IH,  79b]  of  the  Act 
which  such  person  controls  or  of  which 
such  person  is  an  officer,  director,  part¬ 
ner  or  employee,  or  any  individual  who 
is  a  partner  or  employer  of  any  such 
person;  and 

(D)  the  unconditional  right  to  revoke 
or  cancel  such  authorizations  and,  ex¬ 
cept  for  cause  shown,  to  withdraw  secu¬ 
rities  from  deposit,  without  expense,  at 
any  time  before  the  authorization  has 
been  conclusively  exercised.
